London Times Says They Must 
‘ ‘Win in, Belgium or Lose AH.

LONDON, Saturday, .Qct, 24.—The 
Times, in an editorial, refers to the 
opinion of the military expert of The 
Berliner  Tageblatt,;that..the. conflict 
now raging between.

Should she fail now, it will become 
clear to the whole world that, however 
long the war'may last, she cannot hope 
to win it. Failure now spells ultimate 
defeat. Moreover, failure now means 
that the truth will become -clear to 
the German people; the scales will fall 
from their eyes.

CAVALRY DOING GOOD WORK 


Kaiser’s Forces Cleverly Take Ad- 
vantage of Cover in the Difficult: 
Country Near Belgian Frontier. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Official In- 
formation Bureau has given oft another 
account of recent operations by an eye- 
witness. This recital is dated Oct. 17, 
and explains at the outset that with 
the arrival of reinforcements the Brit- 
ish have béen able to play a more prom- 
inent part in exerting pressure‘on the 
enemy, and in the gradual extension 
to the northward, which has thrown 
British troops to the Franco-Belgian 
border. 

“Up till recently,” says this state- 
ment, ‘‘the extension northward had 


been carried out by the French: alone.”’ | 


The narrative goes on to-explain that 
there -have been actions-in the two 
western theatres of the war, from Nieur 
port south, and along the Aisne, and 
continues as follows> 

‘‘In both these theatres the results 
attained, without being in any way de- 
cisive, have been eftirely satisfactory 
and in furtherance of the : general 
scheme which the allied armies are 
carrying out in co-operation: 

“In the southern of the two spheres

‘Aisne, our right wing has been main- 


taining its pressure without actually 
moving, forward, while in -the northern 
sphere our left wing ,jhas advanced a 
considerable distance in face of some 
opposition. 

“On the Aisne, since the repulse in- 
flicted on the enemy the night’ of Oct. 
10, there has. been no serious fighting 
and less artillery action than usual for 
the reason that the misty, and occasion- 
ally rainy, weather has rendered obser- 
vation almost impossible and militated 


against the employment of guns. On Ath 


the night of Oct. 18-14 the efemy com- 
menced an attack which was not pushed 
through, and which may be regarded 
as a demonstration. Our patrols have

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 23, (Via London.) 
—The Cologne Gazette publishes’ a let- 
ter. purporting to be from Hugo Miin- 
sterberg, in which the Harvard profes- 
Sor deplores what he terms the trend 
of American sentiment against Ger- 
many. 

‘‘ Every fool outside. Germany,” says 
the letter, “is profoundly convinced that 
Germany is 300 years behind the civil- 
ization of the other Western nations;

Government Discovered That Goods 
of Inferior Quality Had Been 
Stamped “Extra Grade.’’ 


The story of an attempt to sell the 
Navy Department; for the use of the 
sailors and marines at Vera Cruz, 569 
sixty-pound tubs of butter of a poorer 
grade than the contract called for, and 
the fraudulent use of the stamp of the 
Mercantile Exchange as a guarantee of 
the shipper’s. good faith, was told yes- 
terday before Referee Edward R. 
O’Malley, who is ‘hearing the State’s’ 
suit against the Mercantile Exchange to 
determine whether they are conducting 
monopolies in: defiance of the. general 
business laws. It was: brought out that 
the offending firm, Henneberger & 
Herold, commission merchants of 329

pended from the Mercantilé Exchange 
for a year, and James H. Barrett, the 
butter ‘Inspector for the exchange, lost 
his position, ; 

The suit is being heard in the New 
York office of the State Attorney Gen- 
eral,:\299 Broadway. F. G. Henry, Su- 
perintendent of the Mercantile Ex- 
change, told the story of the fraudulent 
use of the exchange’s butter inspection 
stamp. He also submitted the minutes 
of the Complaint Committee which tried 
the offending members and ‘suspended 
them, — 

“Was not your buiter inspector, 
James H. Barrett, discharged under 
‘most scandaious circumstances, after it 
was discovered that.a member of .your 
Exchange had perpetrated a fraud in 
selling butter to the United States djov- 
ernment for use at Vera’Cruz last Sum- 
mer?” asked. Deputy Attorney General 
Franklin Kennedy.., 

Mr. Henry objected to the wording of 


the question, but admitted the facts 
were true. 

“I want the whole facts -about the 
case,”’ said Mr. Kennedy,. raising his 
voice. ‘‘ Leave nothing out,. It was the 
most damnable piece of ‘work ever put 
over on the Government. It» is about 
time the public heard of it.’’

Criticises Letter..of Policemen’s 
Counsel to Legislature Candidates. 


. William B. Ellison, former Corporation 
Counsel and now counsel for the four 
police associations—the organizations of 
the Captains and Inspectors, the Lieu- 
tenants, the Sergeants, and the Patrol- 
men—sent letters about two weeks ago 
to all the city candidates for the State 
Senate and Assembly asking them ques- 
tions as to what they would do and how 
they would vote if certain bills affecting 
the Police Department of the city were 
intreduced in the Legislature at the com- 
ing session. Yesterday Mayor Mitchel 
obtained a copy of the letter and imme- 
diately sent another letter to each of the 
candidates deprecating what the Mayor 
terms the efforts of Mr. Ellison to make 
the Police Department a political issue. 
This is the Mayor's letter: 


Oct. 22, 1914. 

Dear Sir: I have been told that a 
ter has been addréssed to the candidates 
for the State Senate and Assembly. by Will- 
a B. besten ee a ae — for certai 
police. organ ons of this city. , 
ter asks candidates to declare their posi-. 
tion categorically upon questions relating 
to possible legislation at the next session 
on police matters. 

© purpose of Mr. ’Hillison’s letter is 
plain. He wishes to find out and com- 
municate to his clients whether you will 
vote ‘‘ Yes”’ or ‘“*No’’ upon a a of 
bills which may be introduced in the next 
‘session of the Legislature. If you say 
that you wili vote ‘“‘ Yes”* where one of 
Mr; Eljiscn’s clients would like you to 
wote ‘‘ No,’’ he, wants you to believe that 
ac in .number of votes will be cast 
against you n the coming election which 

erwise would be cast for you. 

“The activity of police officers, whether 
through their paid counsel or not, in any 
form of. politics is improper, and is re- 
pulsive to all our ideas of worthy police 
work. It is a gross violation of’ the 5 it 
of the New York City, Charter. Wesdon’t 
want thd police in politics. The whole: ef- 
fort of this administration is to: keep 
them out. This letter of Mr. Ellison’s re- 
veals an effort to imject the police into 

litics by means of a peculiarly insidious 
, of pre-election lobbying. 

We are trying wholly to break up the 
old evil alliance between policeman and 
politician. We are going to. keep the poli- 
tician off the. backs of policemen, and we 
want the police to keep out of politics. For 
many years policemen, wanting to improve 
their position on the force, by details, work- 
ing nearer their es, or even evading 
punishment, have thought it necessary . to 
secure the backing of some influential poli- 
ticlan, with the result that the policeman 
places himself under obligation to the poli- 
ticlan. This is now noelonger the case. 
The Commissioner deals directly with the 
policemen, and his action is governed en- 
tirely by the welfare of the men and the 
quality of the work.they have done. Polit- 
ical considerations do not and will not 
enter in. 

Part of the legislation suggested in the 
letter may be.wise; I am not taking {ssue 

ere. The Police Commissioner and I be-

“What's that in your hip pocket?”

The witness planked upon the table a 
big police revolver in a holster, and 
Commissioners and counsel moved back 
a little. 


Simons explained. that he had been 
threatened, and his‘food poisoned. He 
showed a permit for his revolver. 

The investigators were interested in 
the way Simons got into the Charities 
Department. Evidence showed that he 
applied as clerk, was certified as a hos- 
pital helper, and is Assistant Superin- 
tendent, .without a competitive exami- 
nation. He started at $480 a year, board 
and room, but on Sept. 1 he was raised 
to $720. 

It developed that he was also in the 
Police. Department and had helped the 
cocaine squad make six’ raids. On one 
raid Simons’s prisoner started to run 
and Simons shot at him in West 
Thirty-ninth Street.

University. From 187b-until 1881 Dr, 
Judson was pastor of the North Orange 
Baptist Church, and then became pastor 
of the Memorial Baptist Church. 

He built the Judson Memorial in mem- 
ery of his father, and from 1908 until 
1905 was head of the Department of 
Homiletics at the University of Chicago. 
Dr, Judson was also Professor of Pas- 
toral Theology at the Theological Semi- 
nary of Colgate University at Ham- 
jiton, N. YY. He was the author of 
“The Life of Adoniram Judson” and 
“The Institutional Church,” and was 
a Trustee of Brown University and 
Vassar: College. Dr. Judson was a 
member of the Phi Beta Kappa and 
Alpha Delta Phi fraternities and of the 
Century Club. 

Dr, Judson married Miss Ellen An- 
toinette Barstow in 1871, who died on 
Sept. 20 last. His brother, Dr. Adoni- 
ram Brown Judson, is a Fellow of the 
American Academy of Medicine and an 
examiner of the New York State Civil 
Service Commission.

War Department Plans Big Rifle 
Tournament in 1915. 
| According to a teport recently issued 





by the War Department, 15,000 school-’ 


boy and college marksmen took: part in 
various rifle shooting competitions dur- 
ing the year which ended on June 30, 
1914. The great increase in the popu- 
larity of this sport, as shown by the 
War Department’s report, is due in a 
large measure to several years of hard 
work by the department and by the 

ational Rifle Association of America, 
which are working to make shooting a 
| recognized sport in schools and colleges. 

The effort to increase the popularity 
of shooting as a sport has been aided 
by the recent act of Congress, which 
authorizes the free issue of rifles and 
ammunition to school and college shoot- 
ing clubs. The War Department icport 
on the subject shows that forty-two 
college clubs and eighty-eight private 
and public school clubs have availed 
themselves of this privilece. 

Rifle shooting is now the only sport 
which is actively fostered and financed 
by the Government. The War Depart- 
ment manages the tournaments held for 
the: various classes of marksmen and 
provides trophies in the national com- 
petitions. 

The War Department is making plans 
for a bis rifle shoot for high school 
marksmen in 1915. Several. of the high 
schools in New York have already taken

CITES CASE OF _ RAILS 


And Charges That - Corporation’s 
Original Intent Was to Obtain 
a Steel Monopoly. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Henry E. 
Colton, special assistant to the Attor- 
ney General, consumed the day in the 
United States District Court giving rea- 
sons why the United States Steel Cor- 
poration should be dissolved because, 
as the Government charges, it violates 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law. In the 
course of his argument Mr. Colton called 
attention of the court to. price tabies 
which quoted uniform prices for certain 
finished products for a period of years. 
The lack of fluctuations, he said, was 
an indication that the Steel Corporation 
maintained artificial prices and it also 
indicated lack of competition. Mr. Col- 
ton’s argument was largely technical 
and went back more than twenty years 
to build up the case. He argued that 
there was sharp competition among the 
steel companies until they were ab- 
sorbed by the Steel Corporation. 

The large percentage of the iron and 
steel business of the country it con- 
trolled when organized, he said, was a 
clear indication that it was formed with- 
monopolistic intent. The maintenance 
or high prices year after year was an 
indication, he said, that the Steel Cor- 
poration had a powerful’ influence in
